TO SELL THE STATE PARK. 


Senator Brown* Wants the Altered "Park" 


.Done Away With- 


Senator Nenl Browne has intro- 


duced a bill for the sale of the state 
park in Lincoln and tills county and 
it is attracting a great deal of atten- 
tion. 
The land in question runs 


through portions of twenty totrn- 
ships and embraces 52,01)0 acres, some 
<.f which is covered with hanlwood 
timber and some with pine, while a 
portion is best described with the 
word "slashings." Common report 
his it that there are about 100,000,000 
feet of pine on the tract. There may 
be less but the probability is that, 
there is more. 


The. argument advanced infavor of 


the sale is that pine land is about as 
high as it ever will be, and that the 
state would realizeahandsomeprofit 
for having kept it sincelSTS, when tIn- 
land was withdrawn from market; 
that the state was in constant dan- 
ger from lircsasd windfalls, ami that 
more or less of it is also stolen every 
year in spite of the vigilance of the 
land commissioners. 
One of the ar- 


guments in favor of .selling the tract 
iu that where auindividnalownspine 
that suffers from lire or wind he im- 
mediately cuts the damaged timber 
and sends it to market, something 
that the state cannot do, and that 
therefore timber on state lands lays 
and rots, when it could be saved 
under other circumstances. 


The general objections advanced 


against the jneasure are distrust of 
the honesty of pine land dealers, and 
a suspicion that, judging by the past 
there is necessarily soniethingcrooked 
in any move affecting the public 
domain. 


Secretary Cunningham and Treas- 


urer Hunner both favor the bill, and 
say the state should sell the lands us 
soon as possible, and thus save waste. 
Attorney 
General 
O'Connor, the 


other school land commissioner, says 
he is not yet prepared to give an 
opinion, but does not want any law 
passed that will not amply protect 
the state iu every particular. Jtisto 
be hoped that the bill will pass.

The question of whether or not 


Rhinelander should Incorporate as a 
city Is one that in no way affect* 
politics, locality or anything else 
only general welfare.

result In raising taxes and that the 
only benefit would be the name ol 
city. All who have looked into the 
question sufficiently, admit that ft 
would lie the l>est thing for the com- 
munity to adopt city government at 
oncu. It is true thnt .taxes will be 
higher—but they ore going to be 
higher any way. if we do not incor- 
porate It is a settled fact that two 
more towns will be carried out of 
Pelican territory by thecounty board 
leaving us but a few towns except 
the village plat. It costs more to 
o|K.>rate the town and transact its 
business under the present plan than 
it will as a city. With n town or- 
ganization mid the two new towns 
cut off the tax willbenbont the name 
as if we were incorporated. That 
being the case—and anyone can sat- 
isfy himself that, it is, by looking up 
the mutter—there is no good reason 
for opposing the incorporation. It 
will give us much better government; 
it will give every locality of town a 
fair and equal representation In all 
public matter* and will also give the 
public a much lietter opportunity to 
participate and become interested in 
all i natters pertaining to municipal 
government. It will give in place of 
three men—who now manage affairs 
—a council of ten, who will have 
regularly called and noticed meeting* 
and will prove much more satisfac- 
tory to everyone. 


Rhinelander should be ashamed to 


longer continue its present form c-t 
government. There in not a place in 
Wisconsin of its size and importance 
t h a t is not incorporated. We huve 
nearly all the modern conveniences 
and appearances of a city, and are 
governed in a manner that from now 
on will lie neither advantageous, 
economical or creditable.

"Amon? the aacrexl r*lic» of HorUjl 


U tbe veritable ejeball of Buddha. It 
look* like nothing else bat a tiny, 
black, well-boiled pearl that one to 
often finds in an oyster stew. This eye 
of Buddha's U tbown everj day at high 
noon, special mass beiny chanted by 
the priests while the relic is being 
brought out and displayed. For a con- 
sideration, and for the welfare of the 
temple's treasury, the mas< can be re- 
peated at any hour. We sent for the 
old priest, who came in company with a 
brother whose offica was that of hold- 
ing a big yellow umbrella over the 
'holy man's' bead. 


"First, he knelt, touched a silver 


pong, and played before a gilded shria* 
with closed doors and golden lotus or- 
naments. Next he drew from one aid* 
of tbe shrine a large bundle covered 
with a wrapping of rioh old gold and 
red brocade and tied with silk cords. 
This was reverently laid on a low, or- 
namented table near the altar. Then. 
with muttered chants of prayer tfoiag 
on all the time, the old priest untied 
and laid out bag after bag- of brocade, 
each lined with some dull contrasting 
color and tied with heavy silken cords. 


"After the ninth bag had been taken 


out and untied an upright box covered 
with more brocade appeared and, lift- 
ing it out, the priest opened it and pro- 
duced a little rock crystal reliquary .and 
set it upon a gilded lotus pedestal that 
stood near. This reliquary was shaped 
like the tombstones in a cemetery — a 
cube, a sphere, and a pyramid being 
placed one above the other and held to- 
gether with gold wire. 


"In the bo'low of the sphere lay the 


tiny little #nsry relic, which rattled 
around like a pearl or a pebble when 
the priest turned and tipped the box so 
that I could get a better viow of the 
sacred object.

To tbe ordinary layman the 
rapidity of hn delivery was not so ap- 
parent, for the speaker's words flowed 
along souEoothJy and with roch clear- 
e»t enunciation that tbe slowest mind 
ooold follow him.
